PARIS, June 6.—A dispatch to the semi- 
official Temps from St. Petersburg filed 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon says:

Information reaching here gives a de- 
cidedly more hopeful view to the peace 
outlook.

Harry Unwin Has Himself Arrested 
for Violation Across River. 


Harry Unwin of 521 West One Hundred 
and Eleventh Street, Manhattan 
sentative of an automobile company 
ex-Secretary of the National Association 
of Automobile Manufacturers, was ar- 
rested -in Jersey City yesterday by ar- 
rangement with the police on a charge of 
violating the automobile laws.
